__ occasional very new variety or a slow growing variety, in which case you will receive a well 

rooted leaf which should produce plantlets for you within a very short time. We think it 

___ would be better if you did not separate young plantlets from the mother leaf immediately— 
_ let them grow on as received for a sufficient time to become acclimated to their new sur- 

- roundings—then follow your usual methods. 

x We guarantee safe delivery of your orders but cannot be responsible for their performance 
after you have received them, as we cannot control the conditions under which they will be 
grown after leaving us. If your order is damaged in transit or otherwise not in good order, 

_ please return immediately for adjustment or refund. No adjustment will be made unless this 
is done immediately. 

You will notice that we have several pink and white varieties offered. They are lovely 

o _ things and we recommend them—however many of them do have a tendency to go back to 

solid coloring. As time goes on they will probably become more dependable. The words 

“ted” and “rose” are often misleading to those uninformed about African Violets. There is no 
true red. “Red”, as applied to African Violets means plum, maroon, wine, etc. Usually 

when “Rose” is used as part of a name or in a description it means an orchid-rose or lavender- 
- rose, NOT deep pink as many seem to think. We offer this information in an effort to not 
mislead. Recently many varieties have come upon the scene with a chartreuse edge or fringing. 

__ Again—the chartreuse is not dependable under all conditions. As a general thing we think 

it depends on the conditions under which they are grown. If the bloom does not have the 

chartreuse edge, then try another location for your plant and see if it does not perform more 
satisfactorily.
